LORD HENDERSON AT GHETTO MEMORIAL MEETING 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Lord Henderson, Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs. declared: 
“Itis beyond the capacity of Germany, 
either now or in the future. to provide 
material indemnification that would be 
adequate to the crimes committed. 

“ Although this human tragedy of the 
Jews cannot be given a material equiva- 
lent.” he added, * a national expression of 
abhorrence for the evi! done by the former 
régime, and the making of such reasonable 
amends as may be feasible, would do 
much to assuage the bitter recollections 
of the Jewish people and to open the way 
to the development of a new undersian- 
ding between world Jewry and = the 
Federal Repubiic of Germany.” 

Lord Henderson made this siatement— 
“an expression of a personal view “-—on 
Wednesday evening at the meeting im com- 
memoration of the Warsaw Ghetto 
rising, organised by the World Jewish 


Congress,* al Woburn House, WC.1. 
The fauk of the Germans, Lord 
Henderson said, was that they did not 
fight Nazism and antisemitism im the 
mitial stages. But, be added, he agreed 
with Burke that ‘there could be no 
indictment against a whole nation. 
“But | would regard as inconcciv- 
able” Lord Henderson went on, “if the 
German people had no stirrings of con- 
science for the dastardly acts, 1f there was 
no realisation of Germany's moral respon- 
sibilty for the sins against humanity, 
if they were without any wish to make 
such material reparation as hes in their 
power.” He was sure that the “ public 
avowal of Germany's duly and intention 
made by German leaders was sincere. 
Lord Henderson concluded with a wish 
that the young State of Isracl-——“ the new 
symbol of pride and promise “~—would 
thrive and provide “new opportunities 


for its people to make their own contri- 
butions 10 the freedom and well-being of 
mankind. We in this country and in the 


British Commonwealth,” he went on. 
“ have benefited richly from the qualities 
of spirit and mind of Jews in our com- 
munities.

He paid a tribute to the martyrs 
“who fell in heroic resistance.” Theirs 
was a moral victory, which was symbolised

desire to be re-elected. 

She has been succeeded by Dr. Chariecs 
Malik. of the Lebanon. Professor René 
Cassin (France), President of the Alliance 
israélite Universelle. was elected First 
Deputy Chairman 

As instructed by the General Assembly, 
the Commission will discuss the inclusion 
of social and economic rights im the 
Covenant. and the right of individuals 
and non-governmental organisations to 
file petitions against violations of the 
irealy.

All Jewish organisations hayvmg con- 
sultative status with the Economic and 
Social Council are represented at the 
ommissien session. 

Mr. M. Moskowitz. Secretary-General

Presenting the report of the Hon 
Officers. the Chairman said that since 
their last mecting they had had to geal 
with the formation of three sets of 
classes: Greenford. Harold Hill Estate 
(Romford), and Loughton The difh- 
cuhies of providing teaching siaff in 
those districts had been overcome, and 
the classes were now functioning salis- 
factorily. 

The ._ report of the Education and 
Staffing Commitice was submitied by M: 
S S. Levin. It stated. infer alia, that 
Dr. Fishman had reported an increase in 
the number of students wishing to (ake 
uP ‘part-time teaching The class had 
now been divided into two groups, and 
additional lecturers had been appo:nicd 

The report also stated that the follow. 
new centres were affiliated to the 
Board: Fulham and Kensington, Green- 
ford, and Ohel Shem. 

In a reference to the Barmnzvah test 
the report stated that the scheme 
provided ‘that boys’ who wished to read 
the Haftara in any of the United Syna- 


gogues must pass a prescribed test 
proving they had attained a minimum 
standard of Jewish knowledge. Those 


who were successful were awarded Bar- 
mitzvah certificates.

man stated that the Board had no powers 
to insist on anything. But he agreed tha! 
it might be useful for the Board tO write 
to synagogues recommending that all 
Barmitzvah boys should be encouraged 
to. take the test 

Mr; London. Treasurer, who 
presented the report of the. Fini 
Committec. said that with regard to the 
financial position from May 1, 1950, to 
March 1, 1951, the expenditure of the 
Board .was. within the approved budget 
The bank overdraft stood at £3,150. a 
tittle less than at the beginning of thet 
financial year.

VALUE OF THE JEWISH 
DAY SCHOOL

The Jewish day school is the only 
method of education capable of training 
a child to face life as a Jew, and not 
as a Marrano, said Rabbi Kopul Rosen, 
when he addressed. the Harrow and 
Kenton District Synagogue Cultural and 
Social Centre on “ A Problem of Jewish 
Education.’ at 3, Vaughan’ Road, 
Harrow, on Sunday. 

The great problem of Jewry in the 
Diaspora, said Rabbi Rosen, was how to 
preserve the distinctive characteristics of 
Judaism. for a minority was liable to 
absorb the qualities of the majority. 
Unless the child was reared in. a specif- 
cally Jewish atmosphere, his Jewish 
characteristics would gradually — be 
whittled away. and all that would remaim 
would be an inexplicable sense of differ- 
ence—he would be changed from a Jew 
to a “non-Christian. of Jewish parent- 


“As an advocate of Jewish schools,” 
he added. “I am entirely in favour of 
Jews mixing with Christians. But we 
have Jewish hospitals and orphanages, 
and a Jewish Battalion. Why should we 
not also have Jewish education?”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


PASSOVER AND THE SABBATH 


N the Five Books of Moses the 

Decalogue occurs twice : in Exodus 

xx and Deuteronomy v. A com- 
parison reveals small verbal variants 
which do not affect the general sense ; 
but in connection with the Fourth 
Commandment an important difference 
iS apparent in the reason given for 
the institution of the Sabbath. In the 
Exodus version the day of rest is 
connected with the creation of the 
universe, in Deuteronomy with the 
release of Israel from servitude. 

There ts no contradiction in these 
variations, since they point to different 
aspects of the Sabbath. Rather are 
they complementary, and both are 
necessary for a full understanding of 
the meaning and purpose of the Holy 
Day. Linking the Sabbath with the 
Creation is an_ indication of its 
religious aspect, and stresses the truth 
that, in addition to periods of labour 
for his physical needs, man also 
requires an opportunity to satisfy his 
spritual needs. 

Jewish teaching aims at the develop- 
ment of the complete man, and takes 
a sane view of his place in the world. 
Economic and social life demands his 
co-operation. Hence the Fourth Com- 
mandment enjoms: “Six days shah 
thou labour and do all thy work.” 
Judaism gives no countenance to the 
ascetic rule which consists. in with- 
drawal from the activities of society 
and leading a life of religious con- 
templation. God concerned Himself 
with bringing the world into being. 
and -man must concern himself with 
its continuance. 


NEVERTHE! ESS, the Bible teaches 

that God “rested on the seventh 
day. The Hebrew verb for “ rested ” 
is connected with nefesh. “soul.” 
Here, too, a Divine example 
indicated for man’s imitation. He is 
commanded to have a weekly respite 
from toil to cultivate and refresh that 
part of him which is not body. For 
that reason the Sabbath for the Jew 
can be none other than “the seventh 
day ” hallowed by tradition. 

In Deuteronomy, on the other hand. 
the Sabbath is regarded from the 
physical, not the religious, standpoint. 
lis importance is emphasised for the 
Israelites by their recent experience of 
Slavery jn Egypt. Rabbinic tradition 
asserts that the institution of the 
Sabbath predated the giving of the 
Torah at Sinai, that it. was observed 
by the Patriarchs. Accordingly, — it 
was known to the Israelites while they 
were enslaved to Pharaoh, but they 
were prevented from observing. it. 


As a consequence, the forfeiture of 
the Sabbath was associated in their 
minds with slavery : it marked the loss 
of the dignity of their manhood and 
turned them into toiling machines, The 
Sabbath is a sign of freedom. and the 
man who neglects it ts a slave, either 
to greed for larger earnings, or to 
circumstances bevond his control. 


FROM this point of view, both the 
Sabbath and Passover have the 
same message for us. They alike 


assert the right of man to the enjoy- 
ment of liberty, so that he is free to 
obey the dictates of his conscience. 
The first Passover denied the right of 
a ruling class to subject human beings 
to servitude. The Sabbath provided 
the opportunity, whereby the indivi- 
dual demonstrated that he was in fact 
a free man. 

By a stricter and more widespread 
honouring of the holy day Jews would 


render humanity a service. The long 
and arduous struggle for individual 
liberty which figures so prominently 


in hystory is entering upon an acute 
Stage and Jews will tram themselves 
to play a worthy part in that struggle 
by faithful observance of the annual 
Passover and the weekly Sabbath. 
Both protest against tyranny and the 
denial of human rights. They proclaim 
the dignity of every creature of God 
and the freedom which is his due. 


‘These doctrines are part of the Jewish 


heritage and essential for the true 
advancement of the human race. 
“They are My servants. whom I 
brought forth out of the land of 
Egypt” (Lev.. xxv), said the God of 
Isracl. In that declaration lies a 
supreme and universal truth. that 


freedom is to be gained by obedient 
service under Divine sovereignty

ARMS FOR EGYPT 


Commons Scene Over 
Jet Aircraft 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. Emanuet SHINWELL, Minister of 
Defence. was subjected to a gruclling 
cross-examination by an angry House of 
Commons on Wednesday on the supply 
of aircraft and spare parts to Egypt. 

The original question put to him 
related to jet and airframe spares as sold 
to Eeypt, and he side-tracked awkward 
supplementary questions by refusing to 
answer comments on the wider tssuc. 

Replying to Air Commodore A. V. 
Harvey (Con., Macclesficid), Mr.- Shin- 
well said that the quantities of jet cagines 
and jet airframe spares supplied to the 
Egyptian Government since November |, 
1950. had been stricily limited to those 
required for the essential mainienance of 
aircraft ‘previously acquired by that 
country. It would be contrary to prac- 
tice, he added, to disclose figures Of cost 
or other details of contracts with foreign 
governments 


“Egypt Will Never Sign Peace ~ 


Major Lyatt Witkes (Lab.. Newcasile 
upon Tyne, Central) asked Mr. Shinwell 
if he thought = a wise policy or a 
policy which made any sense at all to scl 
armaments of any kind to Egypt while 
Fevpt was proclaiming at the same time 
that she would never sign a peace treaty 
in the Middle East. (Cheers.) 

In answer to this Mr. Shinwell repeated 
the formula that the question addressed 
to him did not relate to the sale of arma- 
ments but the provision of spares 

It was apparent at this stage that there 
was. a good deal of feeling.in the House 
on the matter, and Mr, Shinwell-s answer 
was grecited with cries of “ Oh. 

Stratford- 
on-Avon) wanted to know what was the 
difference between the provision of spares 
for armaments and the supply of new 
armaments. He referred to the undertaking 
given previously’ and declared: “* Does 


this not constitute a breach of the promise

“Certainly not.” answered Mr. Shinwell

“INVERTED NAZISM”

Speaking on Germany's within 
the New Europe” at the Anglo-Israeli 
Ciub, London, on Thursday of last 
week, Dr. E. Stern-Rubarth, a naturalised 
German and former head of the famous 
pre-war Wolff Newsagency, emphasised 
that all nations had their periods of 
violent outbursts and of bad, stupid 
leadership. All nations, too, he added. 
were more or less alike with regard to 
their combined qualities and vices. 

For some of their vices the Germans 
were as much io blame as their neigh- 
bours who had refused to show towards 
German democracy a tenth of the good 
will later shown to the Nazi gangsters, 
Dr. Stern-Rubarth said. 

The speaker thought that the Nurem- 
berg trials were a blunder: the right 
course to adopt, he said, would have been 
to set up German courts. 

These views met with strong criticism 
from the audience, most of the speakers 
holding that the Germans were guilty 
and as yet unfit to return to the comity 
of nations. 

Dr. Stern-Rubarth replied that to brand 
a whole people and to hate them as a 
national group was in fact “ inverted 
Nazism.”

FOR ISRAEL 
Improving Local Breeds 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Efforts are shortly to be made to 
improve the meat-producing qualities 
of Israel's cattle and sheep by intro- 
ducing some of the best strains of 
English livestock, Dr. Ysyahu Goor, 
of the Israeli Ministry of Agriculture, 
told me in London this week. 

Dr. Goor was sem here on a special 
mission by his Governmem to bu 
British pedigree and pure-bred livestoc 
of the Ops most iikely to thrive in 
Israel. ¢ has bough 200 ‘head of 
Hereford cattle, mostly calves, and 
including eceven bull calves. and 150 
sheep of three famous breeds, Dorset 
Horn. Romney Marsh (* Kents”), and 
Suffolks. These are to be shipped from 
London aboard an Israeli vessel carly 
next momh..and are the first purely 
meat-producing types of anima! to be 
imported into Israc! The Herefords 
com £15,000 and wi!l be the largest single 


consignment of that breed ever to 
sem owt of (its country. 
Herefords are hardy and can thrive 


in dry countries where pastures are poor. 
such as in Israel. said Dr. Goor. All 
the cattle and sheep would be sent to 
the Goveromem experimental stations, 
and at the appropriate time they would 
be crossed with local low muilk-yrelding 
strains. This will be the first large-scale 
experiment to raise beef-producing caivie 
and so he’p to make the country less 
dependem on outside. sources for meat. 


Remarkable Results 


In reply to my question, Dr. Goor said 


that he did not expect definite results 
for at least three or Tour years. . In 
the past 25 vears, he added, they had 
achieved remarkabie resuts m caitie 
breeding. Hitherto they had concentrated 
on milch cows, and ‘ocal breeders had 


heen very successiul in cross ng Frresian 
bui's with Syrian cows 
As with cows, so in the. past sheep 


had been bred for.the:rr miik-producing 
qualities Now. Dr. Goor said. they 
would cross the new sheep he had bought 
with local strains having a low milk yield. 
with the object of breeding a good 
mutton animal

Britain’s Responsibility for 
Making Peace 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Britain's responsibility for bringing 
about a peace settlement in the 
Middle East was stressed at a Brains 
Trust on “Israel and Middle East” 
arranged by the Anglo-Israel Associa- 
tion at Caxton Hall, Westminster, Lon- 
don, on Monday. 


The members of the Brains Trust were 
Mr. Robert Boothby, M.P., Mr. Richard 
Crossman, M.P., Professor Bernard 
Lewis, and Mr. Philip Toynbee. Pro- 
fessor Norman Bentwich was the 
question-masier. 

The prime responsibility for Middle 
East peace, said Mr. Boothby, devolved 
upon Britain. It was thts country which 
had created the mess in Middle East 
policy. Britain had left the JeWs to fight 
against odds of ten to one and it was 
Britain's duty to clear up the mess. The 
first step should be a peace treaty 
between Isracl and Jordan, and this 
might lead 10 a general peace in the 
area 

There was littl prospect of peace 
between Israc! and the Arab States, by 
which he meant normal relations, said 
Professor Bernard Lewis. It would require 
a generation to arrive at such a position 
but the Western Powers could try to 
arrange a formal peace so as to stabilise 
the frontiers and to create some sort of 


diplomatic relationship. 


Israel's Frontiers 


Mr. Crossman pointed out that the 
present frontiers of Israel were not. laid 
down by the United Nations: 
the- result of Israel's victorious 
Peace would probably not be possible il 
the Arabs and the Jews were not ready 
tio make frontier changes. 

Mr. Toynbee said that the Arab. Siates 
were admitted)y using the refugee prob- 
lem as a politcal weapon. but he felt 
that ‘any pressure by Britain on Jordan 
or Svria to make peace wih the Jews 
would provoke.an angry response. The 
Arab Siates, he added. were extremely 
corrupt but their patriotism was 
genuine 

On the question of Israe!’s attitude to 
Britain, and this country’s attitude to 
Israel, Mr. Crossman said that one could 
overestimate the swing of opinion in 
Israc! in. favour of Britain. There was 
a danger in pressing Israel to join in a 
defensive. pact with Britain. Relations 
berween the two countries. should be 
allowed to grow slowly. Britain should 
give Israe! credits to buy food Britain 
was practically the. only -great Power 
that had not eaiven Israel such credits. 

Mr. Boothby said he was ceriain that 
there was a. warm feeling towards Isracl 
in Britain. There was always admiration 
in Britain for the small man who stood 
up to the big fellow

BOOK-PUBLISHING IN 
ISRAEL

Tet Aviv 

Ninety per cent of the book-publishing 
houses in Israel belong to the Association 
of Hebrew Book Publishers, which 
includes organisations of all shades of 
political opinion, and also private pub- 
hshing companies 

The Association has established two 
daughter organisations : Hamoze 
La Or, a co-operative society winch 
imports paper and other materials needed 
for the book trade: and a co-operative 
founded last July. Sifrei Yisroel Limited, 
which handles the export of Hebrew 
books. 

This latter company has an office in 
New York, where stocks of books to the 
value of $45.000-are constantly being 
replenished. in London the Bachad 
Fellowship Bookshop acts as the agent of 
the companys 

Book-pubiishing ts severely handicapped 
by the paper shortage, and the demand 
here for Hebrew books ts much. greater 
than the supply, Nevertheless, publishers 
are anxious to imerease the export trade 
because they want to spread Hebrew cul- 
ture, and also because the Government 
allows them to buy with the foreign cur- 
rency they earn paper over and above the 
guoia allocated to them, 

Apart from America, England, Holland, 
and South Africa have bought consider- 
able quantities of .Hebrew books.

RELIGIOUS ISSUES IN ISRAEL 
By GOLDA ZIMMERMAN 


JERUSALEM 


A Bill to grant equal rights to 
Israeli women, which is to be intro- 
duced by the Government in the 
Knesset, will bring into the .open 
another aspect of the present religious 
conflict. On the face of it a Bill of 
Equal Rights is redundant, since there 
is a woman member of the Govern- 
ment. women take their full part in all 
spheres of activity, and there are no 
apparent civil disabilities from which 
women suffer. 

The proposed Bill, however, touches 
three points which violate Jewish reli- 
gious principles. If it is adopted in its 
present form a widow will become the 
natural heir to her husband's wealth and 
property; a daughter will receive an 
equal share with a son of property left 
by her father; and women will be 
accepted as competent witnesses. 

The problem was discussed jointly by 
the Ministry of Religious Affairs and the 
Ministry of Justice, and M was suggested 
that they could compromise on a care- 
fully worded text. But it is doubtful 
whether this will satisfy the anti-religious 
elements. who are likely to seck even 
more far-reaching changes, which will 
affect the laW as applied in Religious 
Courts. 

I: has been suggesied that because of 
the split in the Coalition, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion no longer needs to appease the 
Religious Bloc, and that he is deliberately 
clearing away these religious issues. But 
neither he nor most Mapai leaders are 
anxious to engage in a Aulturkampf, 
which would inevitably split the country 
into two. The danger in the present 
situation is that public discussion on 
these controversial matters might unduly 
encourage the extreme elements on both 
sides. 


Agreement on Some Measures 


As tt is, some measures on which there 
is agreement between the parties in the 
Coalition are likely to have a rough 
passage through the Knesset, on the 
grounds that they do not go far enough. 

One such is an amendment, sponsored 
by the Government, to give the Minister 
of Religious Affairs power to decide the 
competent authority with whom people 
wishing to marry may reerster their 
applications. The existing law does not 
State who has that Competence. 

Another ts an amendment to make the 
offence of contempt of court applicable 
to religious courts. So far only contempt 
of ordinary law courts is recognised. 

Under the Mandatory régime there 
was the Knesset Yisroel,” under whose 
roof there were various other institutions. 
Ihe Aguda, for instance, did not belong 
to the “ Knesset Yisroel.” An agreed 
amendment seeks to abolish this heritage

The Minisiry of Reli- 
gious Affairs has been striving to main- 
tain the autonomy of these Religious 
Councils and ‘to prevent them from 
becoming mere departments in the 
municipalities, as some sections of the 
population would like them to be

Nearly 1,000,000 Refugees 
Resettled

GENEVA 

The Imernational Refugee Organisa- 
uon, which was fo have closed down in 
Serember, is to continue its activities 
until us funds are exhausted. 

This decision was taken at a meetin 
of the Organisation's General Counc: 
here fast week after the Director-General. 
Mr. J. Kingsley, had estimated cha: 
funts were avatiable to continue the 
rese.i.emem of refugees until the end of 
the year 

Mr. Kingsley said in a report that 
since July, 1947, the L.R.O. had resetiled 


nearly a million refugees at a cost of 
about £107 10s. per head About 
930.000 had been taken to new homes 


and the others repatriated to their coun- 
tres of origin. There were stil] 224.850 
refugees on the Organisation's rolls, but 
many of these would be resettled within 
the next few monchs. 

The counwies which had done mos to 
solve the. refugee problem. it was 
reported. were the Unsted States. which 
had received about 270,000 refugees. 
Ausiraira (175.000), Israel (121.000). 
Canada (98.000), and the United King- 
dom (86,000).

Egyptians Accuse 
Lebanon

The Lebanese authoritics have denied 
charges made recently by Egyptian news- 
papers that Lebanon 1s sabotaging the 
blockade of Isracl by the Arab States and 
that n has become the main centre for 
smuggling goods between Isracl and other 
Middle Eastern countries.

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PASSOVER 


OVER three thousand years ago in the land 
of Egypt each family of Hebrew slaves 
celebrated the eve of their redemption by 
partaking, in accordance with the Divine 
command, of the paschal meal. Again this 
evening every Jewish household throughout 
the world will assemble at the Seder table to 
inaugurate the Season of our Freedom. 
Once more the historical ritual and sym- 
bolic observances of this occasion will 
convey their eternal religious message. In 
the words of the Hagada, we shall express 
our feelings of gratitude to the Alnughty: 
“ Blessed art Thou, O Lord our God, King 
of the Universe, who didst redeem us and 
our ancestors from Egypt, and hast brought 
us even to this night to eat thereon 
unleavened bread and bitter herbs.” 

It is noteworthy that the Celebration of 
this Festival thus commences in the family 
Indeed, the Festivals most charac- 
teristic features are all associated with the 
domestic scene and are intimately entwined 
with home life. This is the more remarkable 
when one considers that Passover com- 
memorates the national birthday of the 
Jewish people and its entry upon the stage 
of world history In our own day, the 
establishment of the State of Israel gives 


‘circle 


renewed significance to this national and 
international aspect. Yet i still remains 
true that, whether in the Diaspora or in 
israel, the family table in each household 
forms the righttul starting-place from which 
to sptead the Biblical message of freedom 
throughout the world 

Ihe story of the Divine deliverance of our 
ancestors from Egyptian slavery was never 
more meaningful than at the present day. 
Ancient Fgeypt had every reason to feel 
proud of iis stupendous material and techni- 
cal achievements, but it failed to appreciate 
the worth of -human dignity and spiritual 
freedom. Modern civilisation stands con- 
fronted wih like challenge 
racreasing vigilance 1s needed to maintain 
the cause of righteousness and freedom and 
the principles of the moral law against the 
evil forees of totalitarian oppression. — In 
this struggle no greater source of encourage- 
ment and inspiration could be found than 
that which comes to us from. the pages of 
Holy Writ. And the Hagada, which forms 
the Prayer Book for this evening's Seder, 
repeatedly reminds us that the lesson of the 
Passover must be applied afresh to the 
events of every generation. 

While we celebrate the Festival in the 
guictude and comfort of our homes in 
Britain, our thoughts and prayers must be 
wiih those of our brethren who are now 
suflering so grievously from persecution and 
oppression elsewhere. For great numbers of 
them their only hope of freedom lies in 
exodus to the ancient Land of Promise. 
The inhabitants of the State of Israel display 
indomitable courage as they continue to 
welcome and succour hundreds of thousands 
of immigrants. if we have really grasped 
the message of Passover, we ourselves can- 
not refuse to participate in this historic 
enterprise of freedom but will regard it as 
a religious duty to contribute generously to 
the work of deliverance. 

“Let My people go, that they may hold 
a festival unto Me.” This appeal to the 
tyrant of old led only to his reprimanding 
the_ Israelites for their idleness and to his 
increasing their burdens. But in the Divine 


Law the observance of the Sabbath and all 
the Festivals was ordained as an everlasting 
re ninder of the departure from Egypt. The 
bodily and spiritual refreshment to be 
derived fronr the observance of a festival 


was impressed upon the Israelites from the 
very moment of their people's birth. The 
keeping of such a celebratipn is now widely 
recognised as a splendid méans of sustaining 
a people's morale and expressing its ideals. 
Regarded in this aspect, the Festival of 
Freedom which we are observing this spring- 
time forms a not inappropriate prelude to 
the Festival of Britain, where, in the beauti- 
ful Lion and Unicorn pavilion, the central 
theme will be the symbolical representation 
of the ideal of British freedom. 


SYRIA’S DANGEROUS 
CLAIM 


THROUGH the _ intervention of Si 
GLADWYN Jess, the British representative at 
the United Nations, an attempt is being made 
to settle peacefully the border dispute in the 
Lake Hula area between Syria and Israel. 
General Ritey, Chief of the U.N. Staff in 
Palestine, in accordance with Sir GLADWYN S 


‘ suggestion, will probably give evidence next 


week before the Security Council. Mr. 
SHaretr, in Tel Aviv, has, while standing 
firm on Israel's claims, expressed his country s 
wish to settle the matter peacefully. The 
Syrian representative, speaking this week 
before the Security Council, as our United 
Nations correspondent reports, has, however, 
created a possible new danger by claiming 
the demilitarised zone north of Lake Hula 
as Syrian territory. This demand, an obvious 
manceuvre, will not bear serious considera- 
tion, All available evidence tends to disprove 
the Svrian claim to this area on the Israeli 
side of the Jordan. There was at no time 
during the armustice discussions any claim 
that tt belonged to Syria. 

Ihe danger of the situation now 1s that the 
Syrian Government ts taking up a diplomatic 
position from which it may find it difficult 
to withdraw. The Syrian army .and Syrian 
public opinion have been rallied behind the 
none too secure Government by the call to 
detend allegedly Syrian territory violated 
by the Israelis. Arab Governments and 
Arab public opinion, particularly in Cairo 
and Baghdad, are similarly drawn into the 
hight on this false issue. In this situation, 
the big Powers interested might be tempted 
to seek a way out by suggesting a com- 
promise which would at least deprive Israel 
of its claim to -Sovereignty over this area 
But Mr. SHARETT'S forthright statement and 
the attitude of the Israeli army and public 
opinion, in turn, rule out such a compro- 
mise—-partictlarly on the eve of an election 
campaign in which the Opposition is making 
much play with charges of weakness on the 
Governments. part im tts handling of 
relations with the Arab States. 

Thus at the outset of negotiations both 
sides have occupied fixed positions from 
which they cannot easily budge. It must be 
emphasised, however, that there are two 
distinct issues involved. The main issue is 
the peaceful development by Israel of the 
demilitarised zone north of Lake Hula. The 
Syrtan hostility to this emphasises the 
reacttonary policy of that country in attemp- 
ting to frustrate a civilising effort, in draining 


a malarial swamp, which cannot fail to be in 


the interests of all peoples on both sides of 


the trontier. A secondary issue is the clash 


which occurred south of Lake Tiberias 
following the killing of seven Israeli police- 
men at El Hamma. The regrettable Israeli 
air raid on Syrian territory that ensued has 
contused the two issues and focused undue 
attention on this over-dramatic but not very 
eflective or very wise act of retaliation. The 
new Syrian claim is the more dangerous 
because it fans once more into flame the 
dying embers of hostility, both in Israel and 
in the Arab States. It is something that 
a firm and unequivocal attitude by the three 
Powers which have guaranteed the stability 
of the Middle East can still prevent from 
developing into more serious trouble. 


T.A.C, INQUIRY 


At last Sunday's meeting of the Board 
of Deputies, its President, the Rev. Dr. A. 
COHEN, was at length able to make a state- 
ment regarding the composition of the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry on the Trades Advisory 
Council, It is now several months since 
the establishment of ‘his Committee was first 
announced. In the meantire, the com- 
munity generally, notwithstanding its natural 


concern about a matter of urgent public 
importance, has exercised commendable 
patience. There was appreciation of the 
fact that Dr. COHEN was encountering very 
serious difficulties in finding persons not 
only qualified but willing to serve on this 
Committee. Indeed, after energetic and 
protracted efforts, Dr. COHEN was com 
pelled to report to the Board on Sunday 
that he had been unable to secure the 
requisite four colleagues to co-operate with 
him in this inquiry. This must occasion 
very considerable disappointment, as it 
gives the erroneous impression that there 
exists a paucity of independent and 
public-spirited persons, with the neces- 
sary qualifications, who are available to 
render communal service of this” kind. 
Moreover. a committee of  five--which 
allows the certainty of a majority report 
if unanimity cannot be achieved—has 
obvious advantages over a committee of 
four. As regards the actual compost 
tion of the membership, Dr. COHEN 
said that he had been pleased thaf the Trades 
Advisory Council had suggested that some 
of their strongest critics should serve on the 
committee. Apart from the wisdom or other- 
wise of this suggestion, it has certainly not 
been acted upon, and for obvious reasons. 
Critics begin with the initial handicap of 
the stigma of partiality. And precisely 
the same may be said of sympathisers, 
and, with all due respect to the 
qualifications of the members who have 
been appointed, they can hardly be said to 
be all as widely known for thei neutrality 
and judicidl outlook as might have been 
expected for this task. ft is idle to deny 
that there will in the circumstances not be 
in such a Committee of Inquiry that full con- 
fidence on the part of the community that it 
was entitled to hope tor. 


A Good many pages of Jewish history 
have turned since a few London Jews came 
together about 30 years ago to organise help 
for the victims of.the Ukrainian pogroms, 
and started the Federation of Ukrainian 
Jews, which. became the Federation of 
Jewish Reliet Organisations. It is hard now, 
with our memories of Hitlerist extermination, 
to realise how vast, in DusNov’s words, 
‘was the horror in the Ukraine, where two 


million Jews were literally crushed between ° 


the millstones of civil war and revolution.” 
Several representatives of Ukraimian Jewry 
who were sent here to acquaint the world 
with the extent of the horror stayed: to 
become leaders of the new organisation and 
a part of Anglo-Jewry. The late Dr. Davin 
JOCHELMAN was the chief architect of the 
Federation, assisted by his friend Israet 
ZANGWILL, by the late Chief *Rabbi, Dr 
Hertz, who was its President for over a 
quarter of a century, and by others promi- 
nent in the Anglo-Jewish community, Dr 
GASTER, Sir STUART SAMUEL, then President 
of the Board of Deputies, Hersert Bent- 
wich, NATHAN LASKI, JosePpH Prac, LaurRtt 
MAGNUS. . The tradition is continued by the 
present Cuter Rape, now President of the 
Federation, and by Dr. Cowen, the President 
of the Board of Deputies, who is a Vice- 
President, like his predecessor, Professor 
BRoDETSKY. But the main support of the 
Federation was East End Jewry, the fairly 
recent arrivals from the Ukraine. Russia. 
and Poland, who in addition to their general 
concern with Jewish need, \ sre moved by 
the fact that those in distress were their own 
kin, their countrymen and townsfolk. As 
the waves of persecution and suffering swept 
country after country, the Federation 
organised help and emigration in each place. 
lt was 30 years ago the pioneer of youth 
aliya. It brought out children to Palestine. 
It helped chalutzim to make their way there. 
There is hardly a well-known Yiddish or 
Hebrew writer trom Eastern Europe who was 
not helped at one time or another bv the 
Federation. The names of Bialik and 
TCHERNICHOVSKY are among their number. 
Menpet Betts, the victim of the blood libel. 
was another whom the Federation helped 
to escape. In this country, too, thousands 
of Jewish refugees were assisted by the 
Federation in the early days of their Stay, 
and there are many who are now firmly 
established here to whom the Federation was 
helpful. The tributes that were paid by the 
speakers at the anniversary dinner of the 
Federation, reported last week, and the mes- 
sages it received from outstanding people 
here and in Israel show what valuable work 
it has done in these 30 years, ,

Indeed, the disapproval and fear of 


the image is by no means alone Jewish. 
It is found in the iconoclastic move- 
ment of the Byzantine Empire, in the 
Puritan attitude towards art, and in 
most-—although noi all-——of the art of 
Islam. 

Dura-Europos on the Euphrates 
gives us the first example of a Jewish 
pictorial cycle depicting Exodus in 
245 ce. The figure of Moses as the 
leader of his people is conspicuous in 
these paintings. They are examples of 
the narrative or continuous style. of 
which examples exist in Roman as well 
as in Indian art. It is this style which 
provides the foundation of medieval 
art, persisting with the Jews frequently 
well mito the seventeenth century. 


Continuity in Jewish Art 


The illustrated Hagada for use in the 
home ts the best example of continuity 
in Jewish art, since Spanish. illustra- 
tions show some specific features which 
separate theny from Moslem contem- 
porary art, just as the French and 
German examples are not all identical 
with Christian prototypes ; although in 


some cases the mterrelation is intimate. 


and the Jewish illuminators copy 
Moslem or Christian models. 
Outstanding is the famous Hagada 
of Sarajevo. of a hybrid Franco- 
Spanish style. possibly executed by 
different hands but certainly of Jewish 
origin. Biblical scenes are represented, 


‘some of them in a highly original 


manner: but most interesting are the 
scenes showing Gamialiel teaching: his 
disciples, and a synagogue interior.

TABLE-TALK AT THE SEDER

and wireless, television, and the 
cinema share much of the responsi- 
bility for their demise. Ihe Seder 
provides us with a chance to enjo\ 
the rare luxury of a sumptuous repast 
long lingered over and spiced with 
stimulating anecdotes and comments. 

R. Judah, a great Talmudic 
authority, was of the opinion that 
taking a long time over a meal ts 
one of the three practices which bring 
length of days as a-reward. The 
reason he suggests is that a guest 
might arrive unexpectedly and because 
the meal had not been. hurried he 
rould join in. But R. Judah may 
also have had in mind the reason 
that food enjoyed in good compan) 
and with sufficient time allowed for 
the digestive organs to. function 
properly, keeps the body fit and free 
from stomach ailments, and so ensures 
a long, healthy life. 


Stimulating Conversation 


In the leisurely days of England in 
the eighteenth century it was the 
coffee-house that furnished a man not 
so much with food for his body as 
with intellectual victuals for his mind. 
He went there to read the newspapers, 
to talk politics, and, above all, to 
take part in and to listen-to other 
people's conversation. Boswell tells 
us in his “London Journal” how 
Samuel Johnson expressed the view 
that “for spending threepence in a 
coffee-house you may be for hours 
in very good company.” The cost of 
a Seder being rather higher, all the 


more reason. that the talk which 
accompanies the meal should be 
worthy of the occasion. 

How uninspiring and lifeless is a 
mere gabbling of the teat of the 
Hagada rushed through in order. to 
get to the meal, and then rushed 
through again after the meal in order 
to be in time for some programme on 
the wireless or television, or to get 
to bed! 


Discussion or Gossip 


It may be that some of us, 
so loquacious in post-prandial 
speeches in public, feel embarrassed 
at Opening up a discussion on a higher 
level at a gathering of relatives and 
friends, whose usual table-talk is con- 
fined to gossip or gastronomy. On 
the other hand, the dearth of good 
talk at the table may be due to 
ignorance or the fear of being laughed 
at and thought pompous. Here again 
the Hagada imposes a duty, telling us 
to “ start off mnmp “the one who 
does not know how to ask,” and get 
him to talk. 

Having reached the state of wanting 
to talk, the next and more important 
question is: What are we supposed 
to talk about? ‘The direction in the 
Hagada on this point is quite clear: 
the subject for discussion is the narra- 
tive of the Exodus. But the rabbis, 


just like our speakers at debates, 
showed a wide latitude, 

There is much in the Hagada itself 
that provides a basis for discussion, 
comment, and query. And if there 


is present no scholar well versed in 
Jewish learning. that does not mean 
that conversation about Pesdich must 
necessarily flag. A great deal ol 
amusement and instruction. can be 
derived from a scrutiny of the illus- 
trations in old editions of the 
Hagada 

How amusing, for example. is the 
drawing of the husband pointing to 
his wife when reciting the passage 
about the bitter herbs: and what 
insight into Jewish philosophy can be 
had from looking at the Jewish 
artist's conception of the Four Sons ! 
The clever son is always depicted as 
a religious scholar poring over a tome 
of the Talmud, while the wicked son 
is almost invariably a fierce-looking 
man with a weapon in his hand. 


Pharaoh's Magicians 


Looking at the illustration of the 
Fgyptian soothsayers trying to per- 
form muracles with their magic, one 
is reminded of the fine comment made 
by the Belzer Rabbi. We know, he 
said, that Pharaoh's magicians were 
able to perform by their secret arts 
the miracles of turning water into 
blood and of bringing up frogs: the 


‘other miracles, however, they were 


unable to duplicate. Now why did 
God cause Moses to perform miracles 
that could be duplicated by magic ” 
Could He not have arranged that all 
the ten plagues should be bevond 
imitation ? ‘ 

The explanation, said the rabbi, is 
this: God knew that in later times 
there would be unbelievers and cynics

SURVEY

Si: —Messrs. Bloom and Simons’ letter 
of March 9 shows a considerable under- 


standing of the difficulties facing [he 
Survey and their suggestions are very 
welcome. 


We anticipated in planning the Survey 
that members of Societies would prob- 
ably be more willing to return ther 
Survey forms, and also thai they would 
be more certain of being included im the 
Survey Lisis than the non-members. Com- 
plications arise in the cases of universities 
without Jewish societies, or the London 
University (with college societies as well 
as the U.LJ.US.), and it is difficult to 
measure the extent to which society mem- 
bers are over-represented in the replies. 
An attempt will be made at a later sage 
in the analysis ol the resulis to allow for 
this over-represeniation, by assugning 
different weights to the four categories 
of answers to Question 32 on “ Particr- 
pation in University Jewish Socrty. 
the proportion of answers to which were 
as follows: (1) litth ‘or no mterest, 34 
per cent: (2) member not active, 30 per 
cent: (3) active member, 18 per cent; and 
(4) very active and/or on commutiec, 15 
per cent: total 100 per cent. 

The answers adjusted in this fashion 
may be more representative of the totaity 
of Jewish Students Gf this compilation 
has any definue meaning), bu | am 
confident that the Survey results as 
published are representative of the Jewrsh 
Student community im so far as Jewrsh 
communal life is concerned. Those 
students who have a neghgible Jewish 
education and litth or no  imtertest 
m Jewrsh matiers, and are not members 
of their socictics, will, I fear, be of small 
value to the Jewish community m the 
future 

Many of the results have been analysed 
by mdividual universities Or wunrversity 
groups. and Messrs. Bloom and Simons 
may rest assured that special atiention 
has been peid to the “ ancient ™ univer- 
(ic., Oxford and Cambridge) for 
personal as well as statistical reasons’ 

Further suggestions for special analyses 
will be welcomed by the Survey 
OTRZanisers.

DEARTH OF JEWISH SCHOLARS 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
From Mr. NATHANIEL JACOBS 


Sir.——May I thank you for -your, valu- 
able leading article in your issue of 
April 6, and at the same time commen 
on Mr. Raphae! Loewe’s letter. 

lr is clear that whereas Mr. Loewe 
writes as a university lecturer in Semitics, 
| write as a Jayman, eager to see tradi- 
‘ional Judaism vindicated before the bar 
of historic judgement and impelled by a 
pardonable professional zeal for certain 
specialised aspects of Jewish defence. 

Of the various approaches im the 
modern study of the Hebrew Bibie, the 
main ones are the historical-philotogi- 
cal and the theological. When once a 
Biblical text has been examined in the 
light of philological and archaeological 
research. the theological approach can 
‘hen be made. This involves the deduc- 
rion of general moral and religious truths 
from the text. Up to this stage in the 
process of exegesis there need be no 
ereat divergence beiween the Jewish and 
Christian approaches. There nex 
arises. however, the question of the 
relevance of the moral and religious 
teaching to comtemporary human and 
spiritual issues. It is here that the words 
of Professor Theodore Robinson —one of 
the greates living Christian authorities 
on the Hebrew B:ble—come to mind: 

“To a Christian writer, theré can be 
only one centre—Christ. The Old Testa- 
mem. is the record of the preparation 
for his coming and the supreme service 
that the modern study of .the Brble has 
done is that iis rearrangemem of the 
material has shown us the steps and the 
methods of God in this preparation.”

Art Notes 
MANE-KATZ EXHIBITION 


Paris 
An exhibjtion of forty paintings by 
the French-Jewish artist, Mané-Katz 
—townscapes and flowers, grouped 
together under the heading “ Stones 
and Flowers of Paris "—has opened 
here at the Galérie Charpentier. 


The foreword to the catalogue is from 
the pen of M. Georges Huisman, eminent 
cruic and former Director of the Beaux 
Aris (the governmental deparimen in 
charge of all French art treasures and 
museums from the Louvre downwards). 
After eculogising Mané-Katz, whom he 
describes as “a master.” M. Huisman 
writes: “ When I stand before the works 
of Mané-Katiz I never think of the Jewish 
uncasiness, for even if KM does exist in 
certain of his canvases M appears there 
on'y as a fleeting impression: dare | say 
that Mané-Katz seems to me to be, in 
a way, an optimist ? ” 

Certainly Mané-Katz's flowers are like 
joyous showers of rainbow hues, too 
tremuious, too ecstalic to be called simply 


sill lifes. But I was impressed, indeed 
overwhelmed, by a dreamlike sense. of 
doom in his sp'endid townscapes. In all 


of them is displayed the genius of man, 
the consummate beauty of his handi- 
work; but nowhere, absolutely nowhere. 
is a human form to be seen. The nearest 


approach to a human countenance is 
the diabolical Gothic gargoyles of the 
Notre Dame de Paris. In another pic- 


ture the cathedra! itself stands dilapidated 
amid meadows green and red with weeds 
In yet another townscape the long. visia 
of the Avenue des Champs. Elysées is 
wholly deserted and also overgrown with 
erass.

HE “ Jerusalem of England.” as 
Winchester was called, was an 
important seat for medieval 
Anglo-Jewry.

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reversals of fortune and the machina- 
tions of her enemies. The King him- 
self intervened on her behalf after a 
verdict had been given against her in 
the lawsuit in the Hampshire County 
Court (already referred to), when she 
sued the son of Thomas de Charlecote. 

Licoricia was of great use to the 
Crown, for as a moneylender she 
could assist in the economy of the 
country. 

It is sad to recall her tragic end: 
she was murdered in 1277, having 
made no small contribution to English 
history. In Anglo-Jewry, too, her 
position was unique. Her mfluence 
did not end with her death, for her 
five sons, Benedict, Isaac, Lumbard., 
Sweetman, and Asher, continued as 
financiers in the tradition of their 
gifted mother.

HE event which Pesach com- 
memorates ms the most important 
in our history, because it led to 
our receiving the Torah from God on 
Mount Sinaia and uw made the people 
of israel a nation.

changes to the life of the Jewish 

community in the little Polish 
town where I used to live. We had 
been for six months under Soviet rule, 
and people were beginning to settle 
down into their new life. One of the 
synagogues had been closed down and 
the Jewish population was struggling 
hard to maintain the remaining one 
by paying the heavy tax imposed upon 
“buildings for luxurious entertain- 
ment.” 

Food was still scarce and expensive, 
and the purges of the Soviet police 
had cast a shadow of fear over the 
local population. The outlook seemed 


hopeless. 
Festival Spirit 


But when Pesach was almost with 
us there came a revival of the old 
spirit. The usual preparations for the 
festival were under way; from some- 
where there appeared matzot, kasher 
wine, and other essentials. For the 
Seder we had invited the Bormans, the 
family of a Jewish officer from Russia 
who lived with us. 

When Captain Borman first came to 
live in our house we avoided him. 
our relations being limited to a brief 
“Good day.” Most of his time 
Comrade Sasha Tsakovitch Borman 
spent in the big villa behind the river,

Jewish woman of the old school ; his 


wife, although still young and a 
member of the Party, kept up many 
of the old Jewish customs, and 


seemed much nearer to us than the 
other young Russian men and women 
we had known before. The boy aged 
six looked exactly like all the other 
Jewish children in the town, although 
the only language he knew was 
Russian. 

In a short time we became very 
friendly, and the old woman used to 
weep with joy at being able again to 
live in a Jewish atmosphere and to see 


people going to synagogue. Maria 
Samuclovna. Borman’s wife, brought 
up in the post-revolutionary period, 


was less sentimental; but soon. she 
became more and more /eimische, 
spoke often in Yiddish, and began to 
adapt herself to a Jewish atmosphere. 

The boy was at first bewildered by 
the new work that opened itself 
before him: then he began to mix 
with the children in the neighbour- 
hood and, with his childish curiosity, 
to ask about everything. 

Borman himself, who now used to 
come in frequently, watched all this 
with amused indifference, refraining 
from argument about Jewish traditions 
and matters of religion, but carefully 
watching lest his boy should absorb 
the Jewish atmosphere too deeply. 

To the Seder they came, all except 
Borman. who excused himself on the 
grounds of having an = important 
appointment. although I knew well 
that he was tm the house, 

The Seder was following its normal 
procedure. The old woman was sil- 
ting, listening to the words of the 
Hagada and crying quietly: Maria 
Samuclovna, too, seemed moved. 


Enthralling Story 


But most of all the young boy was 
enchanted by the happenings of the 
evening. He did not understand the 
time-honoured words in which for 
ages Jews on Seder nights have invited 
everyone to their tables, to share the 
bread our fathers ate in Egypt. He 
guess’ the meaning of the 
questions asked by the youngest mem- 
ber of the family, why is this night 
different from all other nights, and 
the answer telling the beautiful story 
of our miraculous escape from the 
land of slavery. He held a Hagada 
before him and looked at the pictures 
illustrating the stories and the strange 
signs beneath them. 

1 told him of the Jews in Egypt, 
their sufferings and deliverance, and 
how God had led them through the 
desert into the land which is the home 


of all Jews. He listened wide-eyed, 
enthralled. 

“Will I go there, too?” he asked 
suddenly. 


For a moment I stopped, surprised 
by the question: but before I could 
reply the answer came from behind 
my chair: “ Nonsense, my boy.” 

I turned sharply. Behind me stood 
Captain Borman. He must have been 
there for quite a_ time, listening 
silently to my tale. 

“ Silly Fairy Tales ” 

He picked up the Hagada and held 
it befote thé % eyes of the boy. ’ These 
até fairy tales and silly ones,” he said. 
Then he suddenly met the tearful eyes 
of his mother and something like a 
tremor shook his body. 

With a trembling hand Borman 
replaced the Hagada on the table. | 
saw a tear trickle down his cheek. 
He must have noticed me looking at 
him, because he pulled himself 
together with an effort and added 
quietly: “ Yes, I am still sentimental, 
silly. But Ae won't be.” 

With a sudden movement he picked 
up the boy and took him over to 
their flat. 1 followed almost mechani- 
cally through the open door. 

On the wall, over a low cupboard, 
was a big portrait of Stalin. Borman 
stopped before the picture and lifted 
the boy on to the cupboard in front 


of it. | 
“Dont believe in silly talk, 
Jashenka,” he said. His voice was 


now soft and tender. 


“ There is no 
such land of Jews. 


You belong to 


the Soviet Union and to him.” His 
hand indicated the picture of his 
leader. 

The boy's head rested on his 


father’s shoulder as he looked at the 
picture. 

“ Yes, daddy!” 

Silently I stepped back. 

From the wall the eyes of Stalin 
were smiling, it seemed ironically.
